It appears that three goats would be needed to cover a seal of normal proportions, but only one and one-half are preserved 


The presence of two animals is indicated by the short net attached to the neck of the goat on the left that is missing from 
the one on the right. This motif comes from one-half of a small conical sealing with traces of four impressions: ibexes 
enclosed in nets in motion to the left. Photograph pl. 42:D 

The top and bottom limits of the image are clearly impressed. The two ibexes are restored from recurring elements on 
the sealing. 

We can definitely establish one male and one female animal. Both are bearded; the first has a long, sweeping horn, 
and though partially restored, the tip is preserved, extended down close to a net. This net extends horizontally from the 
back of the neck to another net coming from the top of the sealing and running diagonally to the extended foreleg of the 
second animal. 

The first ibex is the male. He has a pointed nose, beard, and a long straight neckline. The extended foreleg has been 
restored; the second is bent slightly back and is complete. The spread rear legs have no feet. The back has a convex curve 
to it; no tail is present. The ears are reconstructed, based on the completely preserved example of the second animal. 

The second animal has a complete hom. This horn, slightly flattened on the top, curves down to stop just at the top of 
the diagonal net, much shorter than the horn of the first ibex. 

There is a shorter, thicker neck on the second animal, a straighter, higher back; the rump curves up higher and the 
ventral line suggests a female. The spread of the forelegs appears the same as the first creature. The rear legs have a nar- 
rower spread, and the closest one is bent slightly forward. The back lower portion of this leg is restored. 

The nets consist of long side pieces and short cross lengths that give a ladder-like effect. The net to the right has had 

most of the cross pieces restored. The horizontal net connecting this net to the neck of the ibex has only one partial cross 
piece preserved. The nets between the first and second creatures are nearly complete, the only reconstruction appearing 
just below the beard of ibex no. 2. 
Two types of horns appear. The left- and right-hand animals on the design as drawn both seem to be goats, but various 
differences, the more obvious being a shoot of vegetation under the head of one and a short net element linking the neck 
of the other goat to a hindleg of the antelope(?) in the middle. The vegetation “sprouting” from the back of the left-hand 
goat also existed on the other two animals 


The interpretation of this impression remains a problem. There are elements that look like parts of animals and a short bit 
of net, but they are interconnected without making any sense 


Door sealing. Two fragments make possible the reconstruction of the design as consisting of a gazelle on the left and a 
wild goat on the right. The arching net is like those of B and D, above, but the design is not so sparse that an elongated 
spray of vegetation appears behind the animal’s back, not sprouting from it as in the more unusual case of C, above. Pho- 
tograph pl. 42:E-F 

Only one animal appears on the small sealing, but the composition with the arching net is similar to B, above 


This motif is from a flat sealing imprinted on two sides. The image consists of two ibexes, one slightly smaller than the 
other in motion to the left. Above the first one sits a very rudimentary bird facing right into the horn of a second ibex. 
Above the hindquarters of the second beast is a two-spouted milk jar with a net coming down from it. The first ibex has 
only the back and hindquarters just past the thighs which remains intact; a small tail is clearly defined. 

Just above this creature appears the bird, the lower portion being very clear, the head, though visible, is much fainter 
and is represented by a break in the line. 

Amiet (1972, especially pl. 7, fig. 511; pl. 8, figs. 534, 544, 545, 559) was consulted for parallels of birds over the 
backs of animals. For milk jar parallels, see ibid. pl. 15, figs. 646, 703, 710. Nothing was found in combination with a net. 

The image of the second ibex is complete except for the lower legs and feet. Reconstruction of the smaller creature 
and identification of the animals was based on this form. 

The second ibex has a slightly pointed snout, a long thick horn with a rounded tip curving back over a lobe-shaped 
ear and the neck. The strong neck extends from a well-shaped body. The upper right foreleg is lifted up while a nearly 
complete feg, except for foot, is bent slightly back. The upper part of the rear leg appears in a similar position. Again, a 
tiny point of a tail is visible as is the male sex of the creature. 

A segment of net extends from the right, diagonally over the rump of the second ibex stopping abruptly at what ap- 
pears to be a two-spouted milk jar. Four horizontal cross pieces are visible on this net touching both verticals. The spouts 
on the milk jar are eroded and have been restored from Amiet's (1972) illustrations. Top and bottom edges are not present. 


There are problems with the restoration of this design. The general composition is clear, two bubalis antelopes flanking a 
central snake-like element. The latter cannot be reconstructed with full certainty. Behind the backs of the animals rise two 
trees of unusual type. 

This design is outstanding for its asymmetrical treatment of a heraldic symmetrical motif. Photograph pl. 43:G 


This design with drill-hole features came from the remains of 11-206, which is made up of twenty fragments of a conical 
door sealing impression. The motif of left and right facing ibexes, trees, and horizontal nets was rolled repeatedly over the 
object, making it difficult to determine how these features related to one another. The inside of II-206b in particular has 
the clear impressions of string and stick. 

This is an unusual asymmetrical design, two animals and nets to the right, a tree and one animal on the left. On frag- 
ment II-206r, two animals are back to back, the left horn of the right animal touches the net just at the end of a net; a drill 
hole that makes up part of the tree motif is just above the snout. 

Fragment II-206i has parts of two impressions: two animals in motion to the left and horizontal ladders. Fragment II- 
206m is a small fragment with hindquarters of a second animal in motion to the left, net or ladder above. This rear portion 
with its drill-hole feet correlates with the animal to the left on fragment I1-206r, thus establishing the beginning and end of 
this unusual asymmetrical motif. 

So now, the design consists of two animals in motion to the to the left, horizontal nets extending from the horns and 
over the backs of each creature. Next is a tree; the leaves or fruits are formed of drill holes. Just to the left of the tree is a 
third ibex in motion to the right, also with a horizontal net. above it. This net, from what is present in fragment I1-206b and 
q, runs continuously from this animal to the second walking left one. 

The second animal facing left has a different sort of horn, curved and shorter than the other two creatures whose are 
pointed. However, we do not have an example present where the tips of these horns are closed. The edges of the impres- 
sions are clearly defined.

Ball. Surface badly damaged, but the seal impression of a temple procession seems to be com- 
plete. This ball is unusually small and has the impression of only one seal. The upper and lower 
edges of the seal are nowhere visible because of the smallness of the ball. The essential theme is 
clear, namely a niched building with two gatepost symbols (Heinrich 1936, pls. 1-2). Various 
human figures are oriented toward the temple, but all of them provide difficulties of interpreta- 
tion. Between the building and the gateposts is a small human figure with legs of dwarf propor- 
tion. The right foot and the arm abuts the edge of the building. To the right of the gateposts is a 
figure in a long skirt, holding what is apparently a vessel. The other arm is apparently held 
down; another element of uncertain nature projects from the body immediately below the pre- 
sumed arm. The ends of these elements are not preserved. Another uncertain feature of this fig- 
ure is the line curving outward as if it were long hair. However, the relationship of this line to 
the torso is unclear. Above the human figure is a motif of unclear character, but perhaps repre- 
senting an animal. On the right are the lower portions of two long-robed human figures, one of 
them with feet higher than the figure in front. Below the larger figure is the outline of an 
animal’s head and back, here restored as a lion. The best explanation for these three figures is 
that they represent an elaborate temple altar(?) analogous to those seen in clearer form on the 
Warka vase and cylinder seals 


Drawn from photographs VHI-F-125, 126, 127, 128, 133, and 995. This procession to a temple 
appears in these photographs as an equatorial impression and again as a polar seal impression. 
The temple appears clearly, with fine detailing, particularly the niched area at the top. Because 
there is so much detail in the window and entrance, some of the cross pieces and verticals have 
been omitted from this drawing (at 3:2) because too much would be lost at this reduction. These 
details are shown in a larger drawing of the temple (C, below). 

There are two human figures, one just to the right of the temple carrying a “moon staff.” 
This figure is bent forward slightly at the waist; one arm is visible holding a staff. Peaked pro- 
jections appear at the top of the head and at the base of the skull. The feet are eroded. 

The figure to the far right is holding a mace in his left hand and extending his right arm 
toward the lion that appears between the two men, facing the one on the far right.

Early Susiana Corpus of Potters’ Marks 

The collection of examples began during the first season. Charles Adelman compiled a corpus using the extensive number of examples 
from the Gully Cut. In the autumn of 1977, Mrs. Carolyn Livingood, a volunteer at the Oriental Institute, checked and amplified the compilation 
of Adelman, which provided the basis for the preparation of the two plates (203-04) of Early Susiana and Middle Susiana potters’ marks. 
During the twelfth season, Guillermo Algaze extended the corpus with many new examples on sherds stored in the expedition house, on which 
basis the final plates (203-04) were made. 

The orientation of the marks is derived from that of the vessels on which they occur. The marks are considered vertical, diagonal, or hori- 
zontal according to the extent to which they correspond to or diverge from vertical axis of the vessels on which they occur. AA
